Examiner restricted the prosecution of the application to one of the following three claim 
groups: 

Group I Claims 1-9, drawn to a housing with adjustable light source, 
classified in class 362, subclass 372; 

Group II Claims 10-16, drawn to housing with a bracket mounting means, 
classified in class 362, subclass 370; or 

Group III Claims 1 7-20, drawn to housing carrying a printed circuit board 
and connector, classified in class 206, subclass 706. 

The Examiner maintains that the groups are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination, which subcombinations are distinct from each other 
if they are shown to be separately usable. For this reason, the Examiner finds that restriction 
to one claim group is proper for examination purposes. 

The invention of Group I as represented by claims 1-9 is hereby elected without 
traverse.
